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(57) Abstract: A method and system are provided 
of updating a client file of a client application in a 
multi-party access environment including a plural- 
ity of service providers. The method includes gen- 
erating at least one customized client update file, 
the client update file being customized for a client 
application of at least one of a plurality of users in 
the multi-party environment. Thereafter a secured 
signature file associated with the client update file 
is generated and communicated with the client up- 
date file to the plurality of web servers. At various 
points around the globe, the secured signature file 
and the client file update may be downloaded to 
update the client application. The secured signa- 
ture file may be verified before installing the client 
update file. 
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
